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In presenting to the citizens of Wentworth my second annual 
report of the schools, I will say we have had good schools 
throughout the town in every district for the past year, and the 
majority of the schools have been first-class. Good order and 
thoroughness of instruction haye prevailed in nearly all our 
echoois—two vital elements in the school room, I find a very 
marked improvement in the schools as compared with those of 
last year. The Prudential Committees have been” very successful 
in their selection of teachers. The pupils have been more stu- 
dious than they were last year. In those districts where in former 
times there has been so much discord, unily has existed instead; 
which is much better for pupils, teachers and all concerned. I 
would advise, as far as possible, to secure the teachers of the 
past year for the same schools the ensuing year. And pay them 
a salary high enoagh so they can afford to come back. Let no 
silly fancy, no trifling fault flnding, no lack of money cause a 


change of teachers. 


Our people make a sad mistake in making a change of teachers 
every term or two. Pupils will make much greater advancement 
with those who are acquainted with them than with strangers for 
the youthful mind needs to be cared for and educated by those 
who understand its powers, its motives, its tendencies and its 
peculiarities. These cannot be known toa stranger. Never hire 
a teacher simply because you can get one cheap; such are often 
the most expensive in the end. 
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The whole amount of school money raised for the year past was 
$900; a sum of nearly $200 less than for the schools last year. 
Therefore our terms of school have not been as long as in the 
preceding year. I hope some measure will be taken by which to 
raise more money and therebysprolong our schools for the ensu- 
ing year. 


The enumeration of scholars for the year 1881 as taken by the 
Selectinen on the first day of April was as follows: whole num- 
ber of boys 72; whole number of girls 64; making the whole num- 
ber of pupils 136. 


I will now report the schools as correctly as possible from what 
I could learn when yisiting them, indging from examinations and 
their general appearance. 


DISTRICT INO. 1. 


Spring and winter terms both taught by E. G. Tenney. <A very 
quiet, studious and pleasant class of scholars to teach. I will 
leave it for others to say whether the efforts of the teacher were 
successful or not. 


Districts No. 2 and 9. 


The spring term was taught by Miss E. M. Merrill. Good order 
preyailed and the pupils were studious and made good advance- 
ment in their studies. Fall term taught by E.G. Tenney, The 
pupils were very quiet, studious and respectful, and the teacher 
Jabored hard to teach them. I will leave it, as above, for others 
to judge of the success of the teacher. The winter term was 
taught by MissS C. Simpson. Miss §, is well and widely known 
as a teacher and it wonld be vaiu for me to attempt to add any- 
thing to her fame as such. 


+E Mon WENTWORTH SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 3. 


The school was taught by Miss 8, A, Reed. The pupils made 
good progress under Miss R.’s teaching for the brief time she had 
to instruct them, 


Districr No, 4. 


First term taught by Miss M. L. Colby; second term by Miss A. 
M. Whitcher. Both teachers had good success and kept very 
orderly and studious schools. 


Districr No, 8. 


Both terms were taught by Miss A. A. Libbey. The pupils 
were studious and interested. The teacher labored hard to 
instruct them, aud all made excellent advancement ia their 


studies. 
Disrrior No. 6, 


Both terms taught by Mrs, C. F. Downing. Mrs. D. gave goed 
satisfaction as she had always in former times in that school, 
The pupils were quiet and studions. 


Districr No. 8, 


Spring term taught by Miss B. J. Powers. The pupils made 
good progress in their studies. Miss P. kept an excellent school 


for one so inexperienced, and was liked by nearly all. Winter 


term taught by Miss J. S. Clark. The school was very orderly 
and the pupils made good advancement in nearly all their studies, 


District No. 10, 


The spring term wus taught by Miss M. E. Pillsbury. The 
pupils made very good advancement under Miss P.’s_ instructions. 
Fall term taught by Mr. G. F. Plummer, The pupils made most 


“Ss 
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excellent advancement in all $heir studies. Mr. P. ranks high as 
a teacher although it was his first term. 


Disrricr No. 11, 


The school was taught by Miss F. A. Pillsbury. The pupils 
made good advancement, The teacher though young and inexpe- 
rienced had good success, 


District No. 12. 


Spring term taught by Miss E. M. Spaulding. The pupils made 
very good progress. Fall term taught by Miss A. H. Whitmore, 
I found the school under good dissipline and the pupils making 
excellent advancement. Miss W. labored hard and her labors 
were crowned with good success. 


Prudential Committees and teachers have been very kind to noti- 
fy me of the commencement and close of terms. Only three 
teachers have properly filled out their registers. About 120 of 
our citizens have visited the schools, I wish there might be such 
ao interest in our schools that all would visit them. Parents and 
citizens should exhibit as great an interest in the practical work- 
: ing of their schools as they doin things of minor importance— 


their farms, merchandise and all their common affairs. 

By referring to the tabular statement on the last page, you wij] 
get an understanding of the status of the schools. Thanking 
teachers and scholars who haye shown me the utmost kindness 
and respect, with hardly an exception, I will close my report of 
schools for the past year.
